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ACTS OF ATAfcAMA, 


AN ACT 

To establish tbe Bank of the State of Alabama. 

Whereas it is deemed highly important to provide for 
the safe and profitable investment of such public funds as Preamble, 
may now or hereafter be in the possession of the State, and 
to secure to the community the benefits, as far as may be, 
of an extended and undepreciating currency: 

Sec. 1. Be it therefore enacted by the Senate and House of 
Representatives of the State of Alabama , in General Assem¬ 
bly convened , That a Bank shall be, and is hereby establish- ,? a ? k ? 9 " 
ed in the name and for the benefit of the State, to be known a ls e * 
under the name and style of the “ Bank of the State of Ala - Faith and 
bama” and the faith and credit of the State are hereby credit of 
pledged for the support of the said Bank, and to supply any ^g e( jfb£ 
deficiency in the funds hereinafter specifically pledged, and its support 
to give indemnity for all losses arising from such deficiency. 

Sec. 2. And be it enacted by the authority aforesaid , That t Un ^ e ^’ 
the monies arising, or which may have arisen from the sale to const i_ 
or rent of the lands given to this state by the Congress oftutepartof 
the United States for the support of a seminary of learning, thecapital. 
shall form, compose and constitute a part of the capital of o ov#pre . 
said Bank ; and that His Excellency the Governor, for the sident and 
time being, together with tbe President and Directors of directors 
the said Bank, or a majority of them shall be authorized^"® 1 ®, 
and required, for and in behalf of the State, and with a university, 
pledge of the public faith and credit to issue to the Trus- state stock, 
tees of the University of Alabama, state stock, or certifi¬ 
cates of debt, bearing an interest of six per cent, per annum 
payable half yearly to the said Trustees, or kept subject to 
their order according to the laws of the State, to the amount 
of such sum or sums as may he from time to time paid over 
by the said Trustees to the President and Directors of the. Amount 
said Bank, (be said interest to be forever applied to the use ^to^x- 
of said seminary : Provided , That the amount vested as C eed $100, 
aforesaid as part of the capital of said Bank shall not ex-000. 
ceed one hundred thousand dollars. 

Sec. 3. And be it further enacted by the authority afore- Threeper 
said , That all the monies which may arise from three per 
cent, granted to this State by the Congress of the United st0 ck. 
States, on the nett proceeds of lands which have or shall 
be sold by the United States, within this State, from and 
alter the first day of September, 1819, shall constitute a part 
of the capital of said Bai)k and shall be so vested as tbe 
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same may be received by this State, and the nett proceeds 
or banking dividends of said capital shall be applied to the 
making of Roads and Canals, and improving the navigation 
of the rivers within this State, or be vested so as to augment 
the capita] until such application shall be directed by law. 

Proceeds Sec. 4. And be it further enacted , That all the monies 
qf grant for which may arise or have arisen, from the grant of the Uni- 
theseatof ted States to this State of sixteen hundred and twenty acres, 
govern- f or the seat of government thereof, shall form a part of the 
form part ca P*^ a ^ °f said Bank, and that the nett proceeds or banking 
ofthecapi- dividends of said capital be applied to objects connected 
tel. with the seat of government, or be vested so as to augment 
said capital until such application may be directed by law. 
Of lease of Sec. 5. And be it further enacted , That all the monies 
sjdt springs which may arise from the lease of the Salt Springs granted 
to this State by the United States, shall form a part of the 
capital of said Bank, and that the proceeds shall be vested 
so as to continually increase the capital until otherwise 
provided for by law. 

Sec. 6. And be it further enacted by the authority afore* 
said , That all the monies which may arise from escheats in 
this State shall form a part of the capital of said Bank ; and 
shall be so vested, whenever sums amounting to one hun¬ 
dred dollars shall have accumulated in the Treasury, but 
no investment shall be required to be made of a less sum 
than one hundred dollars, and the proceeds of the same 
shall be continually vested so as to augment the capital 
until otherwise directed by law. 

A11 ublic S ec - 7. And be it further enacted by the authority afore - 
fandsmay said , That all other public funds, which the State may here- 
beinvested after become possessed of, shall form a part of the capital 
of said Bank, should the investment thereof be authorized 
by law. 

Gov. and Sec. 8. And be it further enacted by the authority ajore - 
comraia- said, That his Excellency the Governor, and five commis- 
thorized^o sinners* to be appointed by a joint vote of both Houses of 
issue state the General Assembly, shall be authorized to issue State 
stock. Stock redeemable after a term of years, not exceeding ten 
term^and y ears 3 or a * P^ easure the State, to an amouut not ex¬ 
ceeding one hundred thousand dollars, beariner an interest 
not exceeding six per cent, per annum, payable half yearly 
at the Treasury of this State, or at such place as his Excel¬ 
lency the Governor, and the said Commissioners may con- 
tractforin the issue of the said Stock : the said Stock, when 
so issued, to be in aid of the capital of the said Bank; and 
all the monies which may at any time be in the Treasury 
are hereby pledged for the regular payment of said interest, 
in time and manner as aforesaid, and the public funds of 
pledged tor 3 ^ e 0 f every nature and kind whatsoever, the univer- 
tlo»r emP " sity fund and 3 per cent, fund excepted, are hereby pledged 
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to secure the principal of said stock, and also the good faith 
and credit of the State in any case of deficiency of the said 
public funds. 

Sec. 9. And be it further enacted by the authority afore - 
said , That the following powers, rules, conditions, limita¬ 
tions, and restrictions shall be fundamental laws of the said 
Bank, viz:— 

1st. The president and directors for the time being shall Power of 
have power to elect and remove the cashier; and they shall the 
also have power to appoint such officers, clerks, and 
vants under them as shall be necessary for executing the 
business of the said corporation, and allow them such com¬ 
pensation for their services as may be reasonable. 

2d. They .shall receive money on deposite, and pay away 
the same to order, free of expense, deal in bills of exchange, 
and discount notes made payable and negotiable at said Discounts 
Bank, with two or more good names thereon, or secured by to any in- 
a deposite of bank or other public stock, at not more than 
two thirds of its value, at a rate of interest not exceeding 6 ceed$2G0C 
per cent, per annum. No individual partnership or body 
corporate (the Trustees of the University of Alabama in 
their official capacity excepted) shall be indebted either 
directly or indirectly by discount as aforesaid, to the Bank 
in a greater amount than two thousand dollars. 

3d. The total amount of the debts which said corpora¬ 
tion shall at any time owe, whether by bond, note, bill or 
contract, shall not exceed twice the amount of its capital Debts for 
over and above the monies then actually deposited in bank the corpo- 
for safe keeping, unless the contracting of any greater debt ration li- 
shall have been previously authorized by a law of this State. 

4th. In case of excess, the directors under whoso admin¬ 
istration it shall happen, shall be liable for the same in their 
private capacities, and an action of debt may in such case 
be brought agaiust them, or any of them, their or any of 
their heirs, executors or administrators, in any court of this 
State having jurisdiction, by any creditor or creditors of the 
said corporation, and may be prosecuted to judgment and 
execution, any condition, covenant, and agreement to the 
contrary notwithstanding. But this shall not be construed 
to exempt said Bank, or the lands, tenements, goods or 
chattels of the same: and on their insufficiency, the State 
of Alabama from being also liable for, and being chargeable 
with the said excess. Such of the said directors who may 
have been absent when said excess was contracted or crea¬ 
ted, or who may have dissented from the resolution or act, 
by which the same was contracted or created, may respect¬ 
ively exonerate themselves from being individually liable, 
by entering if present their dissent on the books of the 
Bank, at the time the debt may be so contracted, and forth¬ 
with give notice of the same to the Comptroller of the State. 
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5th, Immediately after the passing of this act, the legis- 
. lature shall proceed to elect, by joint vote, a president and 
twelve directors to manage and conduct the business of the 
said Bank, whose offices shall continue for one year, and 
until their successors shall be duly qualified, and all future 
elections of the president and directors shall be by joint 
vote of the General Assembly. 

Oth. In case of vacancy occasioned by the death, resig¬ 
nation, or removal out of the State of any director, a ma¬ 
jority of the directors shall fill up such vacancy, and the di¬ 
rector so appointed shall hold his office during the unexpi¬ 
red term of service of the said director so dying, resigning 
or removing out of the State. 

7th. In case of the death, resignation, or removal out of 
the State, of the president (unless such removal be tempo¬ 
rary, and by permission of the board of directors) the di¬ 
rectors shall appoint one of their own body a president, 
who shall serve until the next session of the Legislature, 
when such vacancy shall be filled by joint vote of both 
Houses of the General Assembly. 

8th. No person who is not a citizen of this State, or who 
is a director of any other Bank, or co-partner of any such 
director, shall be eligible as president or director of this 
’ Bank ; nor shall any person who is a member of the Gene¬ 
ral Assembly of this State be eligible, to any office in said 
Bank, or any branch thereof, during the time for which he is 
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elected. 

9th. Not less than five directors shall constitute a board 
for the transaction of business, of whom the president shall 
always be one, except in case of sickness or necessary ab¬ 
sence, in which case his place may be supplied by any other 
director whom he by writing under his hand shall nominate 
for the purpose, and in default of such nomination by the 
president, or in the case of the sickness or necessary absence 
of the person so appointed, in either event the board of di¬ 
rectors may appoint a temporary president. 

1 oth. The directors shall keep fair and regular entries of 
their proceedings in a well bound book to be provided for 
that purpose : and on any question, where two directors 
shall require it, the yeas 'and nays of the directors shall be 
duly inserted on the minutes, and those minutes shall be at 
all times on demand, produced to the Legislature, or any 
committee thereof, who may be legally authorized to re¬ 
quire the same, and on all such questions every memoer 
present shall be required to vote. 

1 Hh. Every president and cashier, before he enters on 
the execution of his duty, shall give bond with two or more 
securities, to the satisfaction of the directors, in a sum not 
i< iban fifty thousand dollars, conditioned for his good be¬ 
havior; and the tellers and cleik shall give security in a 
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sum not less than ten thousand, nor more than twenty thou- 
sand dollars. 

12th. The president, directors, cashier, and all other of¬ 
ficers and servants, shall take the following oath, on enter-° ath; 
ing on the duties of their respective offices :—“ I, A. B. do 
solemnly swear, that I will faithfully discharge the trust re¬ 
posed in me as of the Bank of thye State of Ala¬ 

bama. So help me God. 

13th. This Bank is hereby incorporated, and made a Nameam2 
corporation and body politic by the name and style of the style of the 
President and Directors of the Bank of the State of Ala- incorpora- 
hama , and so shall continue until the first day of January. tian * 
one thousand eight hundred and forty five, and by that name, 
shall be, and are hereby made able and capable in law, to 
have, purchase, receive, possess, enjoy and retain, to them 
and their successors, lands, rents, tenements, hereditaments, personal 
goods, chattels, and effects of what kind, nature or quality so- property 
ever; and the same to sell, grant, demise, alien, or dispose of, 
to sue and be sued, plead and be impleaded, answer and be 
answered, defend and be defended in courts of record, or 
any other place whatsoever; and also to make, have and use 
a common seal, and the same to break, alter and renew at 
their pleasure *, and also, to ordain, establish, and put in ex¬ 
ecution, such by-laws, ordinances and regulations as shall 
seem necessary and convenient for the government of the 
said corporation, not being contrary to the laws, or to the 
constitution of this state, and generally to do and execute 
all and singular, such acts, matters and things, which to 
them it shall or may appertain to do ; subject nevertheless, 
to the rules, regulations, restrictions, limitations and pro¬ 
visions prescribed in this act. 

14th. The president and directors shall have power to Empower- 
issue notes, signed by the president, and counter-signed by ed to issue 
the cashier, not under the denomination of one dollar, on notes * 
the behalf of said corporation, for such sums and with such 
devices as they may deem most expedient and safe. 

15th. They shall also, be capable of exercising such 
other powers and authorities as may be necessary for the 
well governing and ordering the affairs of the said corpo¬ 
ration, and of promoting its interests and its credit. 

Sec. 10. And be it further enacted^ That the bills obliga- Bills, how 
tory and of credit, under the seal of said corporation, which assignable 
shall be made to any person or persons, shall be assignable 
by endorsement thereupon, under the hand, or hands of 
such person or persons, and of his, her, or their assignee 
or assignees, and so as absolutely to transfer and vest the 
property thereof, in each and every assignee or assignees, 
successively; and to enahle such assignee or assignees to 
bring and maintain an action thereupon, in his, her or the# 
own name, or names* 
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And bills or notes which may be assigned by order of the 
said corporation, signed by the president and counter¬ 
signed by the cashier thereof, promising the payment of 
money, to any person or persons, his, her or their order, or 
to bearer, though not under the seal of the said corpora¬ 
tion, shall be binding and obligatory upon the same in like 
manner, and with the like force and effect a9 upon any 
private person or persons, if issued by him, her or them, 
in his, her or their, private or natural capacity or capaci¬ 
ties, and shall be assignable, and negotiable in like manner 
as if they were so issued by such private person or persons, 
that is to say; those which are or shall be payable to any 
person or persons, his, her or their order, shall be assigna¬ 
ble by endorsement, in like manner and with the like ef¬ 
fect as foreign bills of exchange now are, and those which 
are or shall be payable to bearer shall be negotiable, and 
assignable by delivery only ; Provided , that all bills or notes 
issued by said Bank, shall be payable on demand in specie 
at the principal Bank. 

Sec. 11. And be it further enacted , That no director, 
officer, clerk, or servant of the said corporation, shall be 
concerned, either directly, or indirectly, in the practice of 
advancing or loaning out monies, at an illegal rate of inter¬ 
est, whether the same be done or effected under the form 
and colour of a purchase or exchange of notes, acceptances, 
due-bills, check on banks, acknowledgments, or in any 
other way r or manner whatsoever ; and all and every such 
director, officer, clerk, or servant, of this Bank, who shall 
be concerned as aforesaid in any such practices, shall, in 
addition to the usual penalties imposed by law, forfeit and 
pay for each offence, the sum of two thousand dollars, to 
be recovered by action of debt in any court of record in 
this State, one half to the use of the informer, and the 
other half to the use of the State ; and to be levied of the 


goods and chattels, and houses, lands, tenements, and other 
hereditaments and real estates of the person or persons so 
offending, if any he or they shall have. 

And on failure of any property to answer the said penal¬ 
ty, by a return of nulla bona , the person or persons so of¬ 
fending shall and may be taken on execution upon a capias 
ad satisfaciendum , and being so taken, shall not be enti¬ 
tled to the benefit of any act made for the relief of insol¬ 
vent debtors, until he or they shall have remained, and been 
confined in prison for the term of six months at least. And 
any such person being convicted by the verdict of a jury, 
of any of the practices aforesaid, whether he be a direc¬ 
tor or officer, or servant of this Bank, shall, on motion of 
any director, be dismissed from the service of said Bank,

And be it further enacted, That if any person or 
persons shall be indebted to said corporation as maker or 
endorser of any note, bid or bond, expressly made negoti¬ 
able and payable at said Bank, and shall delay payment 
thereof, it shall be lawful for the president of the Bank, af¬ 
ter having given thirty days notice thereof, to move the 
Ci rcuit Court of the County where said Bank may be es¬ 


tablished, on producing to said Court before whom the mo¬ 
tion is made, the certificate of the President of the Bank, 
that the debt is really and bona fide the property of the said 
Bank, for j udgment, and all debts due by the said Bank, 
by bond, bill, note, or otherwise to any individual or body 
corporate, may be sued for and recovered in like manner. 

That if any president, 
embezzling director, cashier, or other officer of tine State Bank or any ot 
its funds. * tg branches, shall embezzle or fraudulently convert to his 
or their own use, any sum of money, bank note, bill of ex¬ 
change, check, bond or other security placed under his care 
or management, by virtue of his office, or place aforesaid, 
the person so offending, his aiders, abettors and counsellors, 
upon conviction thereof, shall be judged guilty of felony, 
and be sentenced to imprisonment in the public gaol of the 
County in which the offence has been committed, for a term 
not less than twelve months, and there remain until he or 


they shall make good all damages which the bank may have 
sustained by his or their misconduct, and be fined at the 
discretion of the jury trying the said offence ; and shall for¬ 
ever thereafter he disqualified from holding any office of 
profit or trust in this State, and shall moreover be liable 
for the sum so embezzled.

his attorney or agent, shall first make oath, in writing before 
some judge, justice of peace, or the clerk who may issue the 
process, that the defendant or defendants, is indebted to the 
said plantiffor plaintiffs, in the sum of by bill, 

bond, note 04: account, and that he, she or they, do not re¬ 
quire bail for the purpose of vexing or harassing the de¬ 
fendant or defendants ; which said affidavit shall be filed in 
the office from whence the process issued. And the clerk 
of the court, in which the writ issued, or the attorney for 
the plaintiff, or the justice of the peace who may issue the 
summons, shajl endorse on the writ or the summons, the 
sum so sworn to ; and the defendant or defendants, shall be 
held to bail for the sum or sums so endorsed by the clerk, 
or attorney for the plaintiff, or attested by the justice of the 
peace, taking such affidavit. 

Sec. 2. And be it further enacted , That all laws, and parts 
Eepeal. of laws contravening the provisions of this act, be, and the
